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platform until late last night and then 
adjourned until 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing, when agreement was reached. The 
platform was reported to the convention 
without comment and the committee 
gave out no statement as to how that 
body stood-on the points at issue, prin- 
cipal among which were the’ Philippine 
question and the manner of expressing 
indorsement of the Kansas City plat- 
form. It is said that many of the 
leaders aye much disgruntled over the 
way the Kansas City platform was in- 
dorsed. 

The essential parts of the platform 
finally adopted are these: 

Kansas City platform and position of 
the democratic members of congress in- 
dorsed; declaration denouncing trusts: 
plank favoring tariff for revenue only; 
denunciation of the ship subsidy bill and 
the republican position on the Philip- 
pines, favoring the speedy restoration ef 
peace In the east and giving them inde- 
pendence. The platform declares against 
the increased standing army, denounces 

republican extravagance and favors the 
construction of the Nicaraguan canal. 

The planks following-express sympathy 
for the Boers, liberal commercial] rela- 
tions with Cuba, indorse the administra- 
tion of Governor McMillin, declare for 
such revenue laws as would reasonably 
limit the lien or rigiit of recovery for 
taxes and such assessment as would make 
back taxes or reassessment unnecessary. 
The platform next indorses the public 
school system and the uniform textbook 
law and the establishment of good roads. 
The union label on state printing is fa- 
vored. 

Less important features are the decla- 
ration in favor of the state fair propost- 
tion, which has so agitated the people of 
Tennessee who favor the promotion of 
the agricultural interests of Tennessee, a 
revision of the state laws on the inspec- 
tion of coal mines and factories to afford 
better protection for the, laboring ctass>s. 

The platform does not touch upon the 
liquor question. 

Kansas City Platform Indorsed. 

The platform refers to the Kansas City 
national convention and the Philippine 
question as follows: 

‘“‘We indorse the principles of the plat- 
form adopted by the last national con- 
vention of the democratic party; and we 
commend the action of our senators and 
representatives in the congress in ther 
steadfast efforts to have enacted into 
legislation only such measures as are con- 
sistent with democratic principles. 

‘We believe in the principle of the decia- 
ration of independence that ‘governments 
derive their just powers from the consent 
ef the governed.’ We hold to the principie 
which governed territorial acquisitions 
by the democratic party that no territory 
should be added to the country ‘except 
with the express purpose that it shall be 
made a part of the union and its people 
clothed with all the rights, duties and <e- 
sponsibilities of American citizenship. 

“We condemn the course and policy of 
the administration and the _ republican 
party in dealing with the Philippines os 
a breach’ of national honor and a viola- 
tion of the traditions of the republic. 

“We applaud the valor and _ heroism 
of our soldiers in the Philippines, but we 
condemn the policy pf the republican ad- 
ministration, which has resulted in the 
sacrifice of 80 many lives and so much 
money. 

“While the policy of the republican 
party in the Philippines has been wrong 
in its origin and purpose; while it has 
entailed vast burdens updn the tax pdy- 
ers of the United States, it will be barren - 
of profit except to a small number of 
commercial and political adventurers. 
whose misgovernment will breed frequent 
insurrections to be suppressed by the

It is natural that you 
should think so, but we do not 
think so. We think that you go 
too fast.’’ 

“TIT venture to think that if some 
of you should adopt our dress you 
would find it more comfortable 
and would not go back to your 
own if it were not for your fash- 
ions.’’ 

“Some years ago I was taking 
a walk and was taken for a girl. 
Now I consider that the greatest 
compliment that could be paid to 
me.’’ 
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Chinese Minster Wu Ting-fang was ac- 
corded an elegant reception at the Grand 
last night by one of the most cultured au- 
diences that has gathered in Atlanta in 
some time. Mr. Wu lectured for the bene- 
fit of the Carnegie library, his gubject 
being “The Old and the New Civiliza- 
tions.” 

The stage was appropriately and taste- 
fully decorated with palms. Around him 
were draped and hung a number of 
American flags, appropriate representa- 
tions of the new civilization, while the 
only products of the old were three 
Chinese umbrellas suspended overhead. 
The boxes were filled with prominent At- 
lantans, one on the left being occupied 
by the library trustees, who-had as their 
guest the secretary of the Chinese lega- 
tion, Mr. Chung. 

Minister Wu reached the city about 
noon yesterday, and after spending some 
hours in rest was given a drive around 
the city, visiting the Carnegie library, 
where there wags a brief informal recep- 
tion, and then the Driving Club. 

It was shortly after 8:30 o’clock when 
Minister Wu and the committee reached 
the theater and the audience had already 
assembled. He was warmly greeted with 
applause as he appeared on the stage. 

President H. H. Cabaniss, of the library 
board, introduced Mr. Wu to his audience, 
speaking briefly of the country of the 
distinguished guest, its traditions and the 
curiosity and interest it has for the 
traveler, the student and even the casual 
reader. He als6 spoke of the fact that 
this was Minister Wu's first visit to the 
south. Concluding he sah: 

“I introduce his excellency, Hon. Wu 
Ting-fang, the distinguished representative 
of the oldest of all countries, to the 
sturdiest and strongest of all republics.” 

Minister Wu’s Address. 

Minister Wu's address indicated that he 
has been a student not alone of the dir- 
ferences in characteristics between the 
people of his country and those of Ameri- 
ca, but of the causes for them. 

“No country has a monopoly of good 
things,” he sat, “for there are good 
features in every civilization.” 

That sentence may be said to have been 
his text. 

Minister Wu's remarks were in part 
as follows: 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
Before proceeding to make a few remarks, 
which I shall do with much pleasure, I 
wish to make a slight correction in what 
the chairman has been saying about me. 
It is true that I am the minister of 
China, and ag that Lam vested with full 
powers to conduct the affairs of my coun-

try, but I hope you will, and I ask you 
al] to remember, that I came here in my 
personal capacity. In coming before you, 
I come as a private individual—as a 
“heathen Chinaman.” 

The subject selected for me to discuss 
this evening is ‘““‘The Old and the New 
Civilizations,’’ which, I suppose, means 
that the old civilization ts the civilization 
of China, apd that the new is the civill- 
zation of this great country. Now China, 
as you may know, has shut herself up for 
many, many centuries. She had a great 
wall erected thousands of years ago, and 
her people have lived inside this wall to 
work out their own civilization, But China 
has been opened and has been open for 
more than half a century. Within that 
period people from every country have 
been going there, and now hundreds and 
thousands of forefeners are going to Chi- 
na every year. Yet it is a wonder to find 
that with all of these privileges—with all 
of this traveling—but little is known of 
my country. 

A Knowledge of China. 

There are three classes of people who 
profess to know all about China. One 
class is those who do not go to China, 
but take up a few books and they think 
they know as much about China as the 
Chinese themselves. Then there is an- 
other clas#@, who are fond of traveling, 
ami they go to China. They not only’go 
to China, but to other countries in tne 
Fast. and when they go to China they 
stop here one or two days and at another 
place one day—they pay “flying visits.”’ 
We in the East call them ‘‘globe trotters.” 
Well, when these globe trotters come back 
they are euthority on Chinese questions. 
Then there is another class of people who 
go to China and stay there for several 
years—such as missionaries td officials. 
Some of them stay there for many years, 
Although it is one country, governed by 
one supreme head, there is not much com- 
munication between the people. Many 
of the people In one city Know nothing 
of the people in neighboring cities. So 
vou will find that the people in one city 
speak one language or dialect, as you 
call it, and the people in another city 
speak another dialect; the dialects are not 


the same, 
The people living in one city or district 


are not able to converse with the people | 


living in other districts. The customs 
and manners of the people in the Canton 
district (where I came from) are not the 
same as in the north of China or in cen- 
tral China. Before going to the north of 
China I was always under the impres- 
sion that in the Chinese language there 
was no such sound as ‘t’’—“rolled r,’’ as 
some of you call it. But when I first 
went up to the north of China I heard a 
donkey driver hurrying his donkey, and 
be called out, “Burr! Burr!’ I thought 
it was a foreign language, but I after- 
wards found out that fit is a part of the 
language of the northern part of China 
and well understood. So there itis. Now 
that leads me to.this: The missionaries 
in China, nearly all of them, know the 
language of the place where they are re- 
sidimg, and, of course, they are keen ob- 
servers; they notice and understand our 
customs, but they are like an American 
whose book on China I have read—the for- 
get the qualification that what is com- 
mon to one part of China is not univer-

H. M. Atkinson, of Atlanta, has just 
consummated one of the biggest lumber 
deals ever put through in the south in 
combining the Union Lumber Company, 
of Moultrie, Ga., and the’ Pineopolis Saw- 
mill Company, of Colquitt ceunty, the 
combined interests of the two companies 
being valued at approximately $2,000,000. 

The deal was put through Wednesday 
and Mr. Atkinson and T. J. Cooledge; 
of Boston, are the principal owners of 
the new company, which is to be financed 
by the Title Guarantee and Trust Com- 
pany of this city. 

By the transaction the combined com- 
pany into possession .of 100,000 
acres of uncut timber. The Union Lum- 
ber Company owns 60,000 acres of uncut 
timber and the Pineopolis Saw Mill Com- 
pany owns 40,000 acres. The combined 
value of the properties controlled by the 
two companies is estimated at from 
$1,500,000 to $2,000,000.

Baltimore, May 29.—Financial arrange- 
ments have been completed for the en- 
trance into Birmingham, Ala., of the Sea-. 
board Air Line. Ladenburg, Thalmann & 
Co., Vermilye & Co., F. R. Pemberton 
and other New York interests, the Bal- 
timore Trust and Guarantee Company,,. 
J. W. Middendorf & Co. and several 
others of Baltimore, and John L. Williams 
& Sons, of Richmond, compose the un- 
derwriting syndicate which has agreed 
to underwrite $5,300,000 of 4 per cent 
bonds. These bonds will be a first mort- 
gage on the Birmingham extension and a 
direct lien on the Seaboard Air Line. 

In order to reach Birmingham about 
67 miles of road will have to be built, 
A line from Atlanta to Cedartown, Ga.,’ 
and another from Birmingham to Pell- 
City, Ala., are embraced in the new 
mileage, the rest consisting of the East 
and West Railroad of Alabama, which 
was bought from the Kelly estate of New 
York. This railroad will, however; be 
practically rebuilt in order to handle 
heavy traffic. 

It was stated today by a person in 
close touch with Seaboard interests that 
the company will probably build to Aber-. 
deen, Miss., where connection will be 
made with the Tilinols Central, Another 
project under consideration is the new 
railroad from Athens, Ga., via Augusta 
to Charleston, 8. C. This is known as 
the Chattanooga, Augusta and Charles- 
ton railroad and will be owned by the 
Seaboard. ( 
War Has Doveloped. 

Birmingham, Ala., May 29.—A rallroad 
war has developed between the Bir- 
mingham Belt Railroad Company and 
the Seaboard Air Line and tonight of- 
ficers were called to prevent the lay- 
ing of tracks on certain streets by the 
belt road. The Seaboard Air Line ob- 
tained permission from the city of Bir- 
mingham to lay tracks on Thirty-second 
street to enter the city. The belt road al- 
ready had one track on this street and 
today a large force of men was at work 
laying two more tracks on the street, 
practically occupying the entire thor- 
oughfare. They claim the place where 
they are at work is out of-the city lHm- 
its.

FOR THE PHILIPPINES 


Georgia Senator, Strongly 


Measure=-Morgan, of Alabama, Supports 
the Republican Bill. 


Argues Against Pending 


Washington, May 29.—(Special.)—Sena- 
tor Morgan, Senator Clay and Senator 
Spooner were the three speakers on the 
Philippine government bill in the sen- 
ate- today. Senator Morgan and Sena- 
tor Spooner supported the republican 
bill while Senator Clay made a strong 
speech in advocacy of the deomcratic 
position. : 

The Georgia senator was at‘ his best 
and was listened to by crowded gal- 
leries. At the outset he referred to the 
speech of Senator Morgan. who had 
preceded him and to show that the Ala- 
bama senator had experienced a change 
| of heart he quoted at some length from 
@ magazine article in which Senator 
Morgan had argued strongly that the 
Philippines were beyond the sphere of 
American usefulness. / 

Senator Clay discussed the Philippine 
| problem from the standpoint of one 
| who had voted for the ratification of the 
i peace treaty. He expressed it as his 
conviction that if wé had contemplated 
that war with Spain would result in the 
acquisition of those islands we would 
never. have gone to the rescue of Cuba. 
He explained.at some‘length his reasons 
for voting for the ratification of the 
treaty, saying that he did it to assist the 
people to gain’ their independence from : 
Spain and because he felt sure that 
ratification was the only way to bring 
peace and eventually self-government. 
He declared ‘himself unalterably op) 
posed to the permanent retention of the 
Philippines with a view to making them 
an integral part of the United States 
government, arguing that such a course 
could only result in the ruin and de- 
struction of the republic. He recall- 
ed that at the time the treaty was un- 
der consideration he had been favora- 
ble to pursuing toward the Philippines 
exactly the same policy that. we have 
pursued toward Cuba and that every 
member of the senate who favored rati- 
fication expressed substantially the 
Same views. 

“IT believe,’ he said, “it is the duty 
of the United States to proclaim to the 
people of the Philippines that as soon 
as armed resistance is ended and @& 
the people, without aid, shall have put 
in operation a government, to be ad- 
ministered by the Filipino people, capa- 
ble of maintaining law and order and 
carrying out our international obliga- 
tions, we should withdraw from these 
islands.”’ 

No Scuttle Policy Favored. 

He emphasized that this must be a 
stable government and declared that 
the democrats realized the duty we owe 
to the Filipinos and have at no time 
been in favor of leaving the islands to 
anarchy ‘and cHaos. They fhave not 
favored any ‘“‘scuttle’’. policy. 

He declared the policy of the admin- 
istration an egregicus’ tlunder. The 
cruel and destructive war which has

gone on was, he said, the result of the 
failure on the part of this govern- 
ment to set forth a liberal po.uicy toward 
the people of the Philippine islands. 
In less than a dozen lines, congress 
could have provided for the ultimate 
independence of the people of the Phil- 
ippines and claimed that such a declara- 
tion was the only thing necessary to in- 
sure permanent peace. The loss of life 
and the expenditure of millions could 
have been avoided. He @efended the 
army as a whole, saying that it must 
not be held responsible for the acts of 
individuals. 

Senator Clay analyzed the bill, going 
over its provisions in detail, showing 
that it could be only construed in one 
way by the Filipino people, and that 
was as fastening upon them permanent- 
ly the present form of government, 
which is, in @ll its essentials, colonial. 

Senator Clay discussed the comercial 
aspect, arguing that from cine best pos- 
sible outlook the permanent retention 
of the islands is not desirable. The 
trade figures, he declared, are really 
humiliating to us. He argued that even 
if we should have a monopoly of the 
entire business of the islands it would 
take fifty years for the merchants of the 
United States to get back a sum equal 
to that which this governemnt has al- 
ready expended. Senator Clay declared 
that there are but three possible ways 
to solve the problem of retionship 
between this government and the is- 
lands. He was unalterably opposed to 
incorporating the people of the Philip- 
pines as an integral part of the United 
States. He utterly abhorred the idea of 
this government engaging in the colonial 
business. There is but one other course 
and that is the gradual independence of 
the islands, which is the plan advocated 
by the deomcrats. 

Morgan Supports Republican Policy. 

Interest in the debate is increasing az 
the discussion draws to a close. Today 
the senate galleries were thronged with 
auditors and the ‘attendance off the 
floor was larger than it h@s been for 
some time, including many members of 
the house of representatives. Soon after 
the senate convened at Il o’clock Mr. 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, in charge of 
the bill, offered on behalf of the com- 
mittee, several amendments to ‘the 
measure, the most important of which 
Was one extending to the Philippines 
the provisions of the bill of rights of 
the constitution of the United States, 
excepting only the right to bear arms 
and the right to a trial by jury. All 
of the amendments were agreed to. . 

Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, delivered an 
extended speach, in which hs support- 
ed in the main the bill as presented by 
the committee. He said it looked toward 
peace and td0Ward a just and peaceful 
governemnt in the islands. Some 
changes were necessary, in his opinion, 
but these he thought would be made. 

There never had been, said Mr. Mor- 
gan, a pretense of organized government 
in the Philippine islands. It was unjust

‘Had he done so,” said he, “he would 
have given aid and comfort to the de- 
clared enemies of the United States.” 

This was the legal attitude of Aguinal- 
do, and every other Filipino, because 
Dewey had no power to change a declara- 
tion of war by congress. Dewey, he said, 
believed Aguinaldo was devoted to the 
success of the American arms, and had 
no reason to feel that he was a self- 
seeking adventurer. 


Morgan on Aguinaldo. 

“The laudations of Aguinaldo’s alleged 
patriotism and heroism,” said M& Mor- 
gan, “that have been poured out in his 
honor here and elsewhere in the United 
States are as much out of place as if 
they had been uttered in honor of the fox 
in ‘Aesop’s Fables.’ ”’ 

Aguinaldo, he said, was only a con- 
venient instrument fn the hands of con- 
spirators. Had he died another agent 
would have been found, for the Hong 
Kong junta had not committed their for- 
tunes perpetually to him. ‘‘The Filipinos 
are not fighting for liberty,’’ Mr. Morgan 
continued, “but simply as the savage 
tools of the junta at Hong Kong.” 

He spoke of the religious freedom given 
to the Filipinos by the Uniged States, 
and said that it was for this he pleaded 
his excuses to his democratic brethren 
for insisting that this cardinal princtple 
must be permanent in the Philippines. It 
was our arms that divorced church and 
state in the Philippines, which result 
Aguinaldo could not have accomplished 
had he evet attempted it. “We have 
dedicated those islands,’”’ he said, ‘‘to the 
freedom of religion; we have unshackled 
them from the dominion of an established 
church, and no power will ever exist 
that can undo our work through mili- 
tary, civil or any other agencies.” 
"Referring to the statements of criel- 
ties of American soldiers toward Fili- 
pinos, Mr. Morgan said that investiga- 
tion by proper. authority is demanded by 
the entire army as a duty to it, and the 
men of the army resent the discussion of 
their acts in connection with a bill which 
does not call for such discussion. 

“Their mouths are closed,’’ said he, 
“and they are not permitted to appear 
at the bar of the senate to answer these 
charges.”’ 

Reverting to the question of citizen- 
ship, he declared that if the Filipinos are 
not fit to be citizens of the United States, 
they are not fit to govern themselves. 
He said that he could not believe that 
any people will suffer harm through our 
efforts to bless them. 

Clay Replies To Morgan. 

Mr. Clay, of Georgia, who followed Mr. 
Morgan, thought that when the. treaty 
of Paris was made the United States 
ought to have insisted upon the relin- 
quishment and not upon the gession of the 
islands. Such action would have enabled 
the United States to take proper care 
of the isjands without looking to their 
permanent retention. He did not contend 
that they had won their independence 
before the battle of Manila bay. He did 
not think the policy the United States 
was pursuing In the islands was either 
right or just. 

Mr. Clay said that if when the senate 
had ratified the peace treaty it had been 
declared ‘that the United States would 
grant the Filipinos the right of self- 
government, peace already would have 
been restored. He said the democratic 
party never declared in favor of leav- 
ing the islands before the establishment 
of a stable government. 

The Fillpinos had a right to know what 
the purposes of the United States were. 
Despite that, however, every step we 
had taken since the ratification of the 
treaty of Paris had been unwise. Phe 
result had been tyat the United States 
had lost thousands of lives and thousands 
of treasure in the Philippines. 

The democratic party was in favor of 
carrying out every obligation of the gov- 
ernment in the islands, but a declaration 
of purpose on the part of the United 
States would have prevented the struggle 
that has been going on for three years. 

Mr. Clay declared that while it was 
said that the pending bill was temporary 
in charagter, it would remain in force, if 
enacted, for perhaps a hundred years. It 
would remain in full force until repealed, 
and it would confer more power upon the 
Philippine commission than is possessed 
by the congress of the United States. 

No czar, no king, he safd, ever had been 
known to exercise such power over a 
people as was conferred by this bill upon 
the Philippine commission. 

Spooner Defends Measure. 

Late in the afternoon Mr. Spooner, of 
Wisconsin, began a speech in support of 
the bill, and the administration’s policy 
in the Philippines, which is to conclude 
general debate on the measure by the re- 
publican side. He reviewed the situation 
in the islands, indicating that the re- 
sponsibility for it rested not upon any 
one party, but upon all alike. It appeared 
strange to him that a measure intended 
to exalt civil government and to subor- 
dimate the military power should create 
such adverse criticism, and he declared 
that on the democratic side there had 
been nothing heard but pessimism, the 
gospel of despair, suspicion, distrust and 
imputation of the motives of the repub- 
lican senators. He paid a brilliant trib- 
ute to President Roosevelt and to the 
personality and policy of the late Presj- 
dent McKinley. He declared that never 
in the annals of time had an army ecar- 
ried to a people so much of amelioration, 
so much of up-building, so much of kind. 
ness and tenderness as the American 
army had carried to the Filipinos by aij- 
rection of McKinley. 

Referring to the speech of Mr. Carmack, 
of Tennessee, who had said of the presi- 
dent that hid “natural gait was running 
away,” Mr. Spooner said the intention of 
Mr. Carmack was to intimate that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was a man of impulse. 

“The president of the United States,” 
he declared, ‘‘of alt men whom I know, 
is one who does not run off from duty or 
danger." He said President Rooseveit 
had left his place in the government to 
go to Cuba, where he offered his life for 
the ifberty of the people of Cuba. The 
president had won the right to be regard- 
ed as the steadfast and strenuous friend 
of liberty.” 

Mr. Spooner declared that Judge Taft 
was a gentleman incapable of doing any- 
thing not in consonance with the action 
of an honorable man, 

Spooner Ridicules Democrats.

MORGAN SCORED

His Speech for Republican.

Washington, May 29.—(Special.)—Sena- 
tor Morgan, of Alabama, is Mkely to hear 
from the speech he made today in favor 
of the republican Philippines bill in a way 
he will not like. 

As everybody knows, the Alabama sena- 
tors chief interest in pending legislation 
is in securing the passage by the senate 
of the bill for a canal by the Nicaragua 
route. Everything else is subordinate to 
that end in his mind.

‘dent of success even in the face of the 


Panama route and’of the further fact 
that the presence of volcanoes near the 
Nicaragua route has made senators du- 
bious since the Martinique opisode, for 
he has in his calculations counted upon 
the support of all or nearly all the demo- 
cratic senators. 

Tonight a good many of these are mad 
at the action of Senator Morgan in mak- 
ing the speech which they think was 
made chiefly in the hope that by his sup- 
port of the republican Philippines bill he 
could win votes on the republican side of 
the Nicaragua route, and they show it. 

The fact that Senatory Morgan: very 
often votes with the republicans led them 
to expect he would yote that way on this 
Philippines bill, but they had not ex- 
pected him to speak against the demo- 
cratic position, During the time yester- 
day when the leaders were discussing the 
fixing of the hour for a final vote, Sena- 
tor Morgan said nothing about speaking 
and the hour was determined upon with- 
out taking him into consideration. The 
democrats agreed to vote next Tuesday 
on the understanding that the only 
speaker for the bill would be Senator 
Spooner, the rest of the time being given 
to opponents of the bill. While this 
agreement was being made, Senator Mor- 
gan said nothing about figuring in the de- 
bate.

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HILL COINAGE BILL IS PASSED 
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Provision Made for Recoinage of 
Standard Silver Dollars. 
Washington, May. 29.—The house. today 
passed the bill to increase the subsidiary 
silver coinage. The democrats directed 
their fight chiefly against the provision 
of the bill to recoin the standard silver 
dollars into subsidiary coin as public ne- 
cessities might require. Half a dozen roll 
calis were forced. The conference re- 
ports on the omnibus public lqilding and 
fortifications appropriation bills were 
adopted and then adjourned until Mon- 

day. 

The text of the subsidiary coinage bill 
is as follows: 

“That the secretary of the treasury is 
hereby authorized to coin the silver bul- 
lion in the treasury purchaseg under 
the act of July 14, 1890, into such denom- 
inations of subsidiary silver coin as he 
may deem netessary to meet public re- 
quirements, and thereafter, as public ne- 
cessities may demand, to recoin silver 
dollars into subsidiary coin, and so much 
of any act as fixes a limit to the aggre- 
gate of subsidiary silver coin outstand- 
ing and so much of any act as directs 
the coinage of any portion of the bullion 
purchased under the act of July 14, 1890, 
into standard silver dollars is Arereby re- 
pealed.”’

Mr. Hbar interrusted to say 
that Aguinaldo had written to General 
Otis expressing regret at the occurrence 
and had withdrawn his tréops. 

‘The Filipinos were not withdrawn.’’ 
interiected Mr. Spooner venemently. 
‘“"Thev were driven back.” (Applause.) 

Spooner Lands on Carmack. 

Further along the Wisconsin sefiator 
referred to a constitution prepared by 
Aguinaldo in tmitatton of the Mexican 
constitution with provision for patents of 
noblity and large concessions of land 
which he promised to his followers. He 
presented a photographic copy of the 
document, which Mr. Carmack desired to 
examine. 

With a flevrish Mr. Spooner handed the 
parchment to the Tennesseean with the 
comment: “For you. You are decorated 
by Aguinalde.”” (Laughter.) 

Mr. Spooner insisted that there was 
no parallel to be drawn between the situ- 
ation In Cuba and that in the Philippines. 
The Cubans had been fiehting for inde- 
pendence for ten years, buf no such strug- 
gle had occurred tn the Philippines. 

He deciared that the opening of hostili- 
ties in the Philippines ‘“‘was a perfectly 
wanton attack upon our troops, who were 
rightfully around Manila.” 

He quoted the vote in the senate by 
which troops had been raised to be sent 
to the Philippines. The democrats, he 
said, knew when they voted for the send- 
ing of the troops that there was to be a 
war, and that theré would be cruelties.

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DEAD LINE ESTABLISHED 
-AROUND “WEYLER” CAMPS 


Washington, May 29.—The senate com- 
mittee on tbe Philippines today heard 
the testimony of Colonel A. Lh Wag- 
ner; essistant adjutant general of the 
army, who. spent two and one-half 
years in the Philippines. He described 
the concentration camp system by ex- 
plaining the details of one particular 
camp. There the people were assembled 
according to. the .villages so that they 
would have their old neighbors near 
them. So far as he had been able to 


observe there was no evidence of want / 


among the people congregated. They 
seemed gurprisingly contented. They 
were at liberty to go outside the line 
from. 300 to 800 yards, where the dead 
line was established. The natives were 
given to understand that if they cross- 
ed this they would be shot, but the 
orders were not to shoot any helpless 
persons or any others if the shooting 
could be a‘oided. 

Colonel Wagner said that one of the 
principal purposes of concentrating the 
native people in the Philippines was to 
protect them against the ladrones. An- 
other object of the camps had been that 
of facilitating the collection of the rice 
Supplies in order to starve out the la- 
drones and guerillas. The result had 
been that hostile parties had ‘practically 
disappeared and their leader, Malvar, 
had been captured. The policy had been 
necessary to protect life and property. 

The people, he s#§d, were fed dnd giv- 
en medical supplies and the sanitation 


of tehir camps was looked after. The 
American camps in the Philippines no 
more coul@ be compared to Weyler’s 
reconcentrado camps in Cuba than mer- 
cy. could compared to cruelty. 

A number of questions were asked 
by Senator Culberson oncerning General 
Bell’s policy in comparison with that 
of his predecessor, General Sumner. 

“General Sumner,” said the witness, 
“was not allowed to take ag severe 
measuregm as he deemed necessary.” 

He said neither Sumner nor Bell had 
been responsible for the policy pur- 
sued as each was subject to the or- 
ders of department commanders. 

“If Sumner had remained in com- 
rorne a - sald, “he would have been 
required to carry out the same r 
Bell did.’’ . re ee 

He supposed, he said, that the orders 
had originated with General Chaffee. .

Land-Grabbing: Is Opposed. 


“Throughout al] its history this nation 
has been singularly exempt from the 
burdens of the great military establish- 
ments that oppress the nations of the 
older world, and yet no nation has been 
so secure from the dangers of attack 
or invasion from other powers. We be- 
lieve it would be a great mistake to en- 
ter upon a policy that would multiply 
the points of collision with other nations 
and increase the dangers of a foreign 
war. 

“We demand that this government at 
once announce to the people of the Phil- 


ippines that when peace is restored they, 


shall be allowed to establish a govern- 
ment of their own, and that when such 
stable government is established they 
shall be given their independence. 

“We condemn the growing of militar- 
ism and the large increase of our sfand- 
ing army in time of peace as fraught 
with a great burden upon the tax payers 
of the country and constituting a menace 
to the safety of the republic. A well 
equipped and efficient volunteer organiza- 
tion of militia in the several] states af- 
fords the best and safest guard for the 
preservation of internal peace as well as 
protection from foreign foes, and we 
therefore favor liberal allowances for 
this purpose.”

Some Race Differences. 

Of course in China we have many 
things that are not the same things you 
have, and we do things in a different 
way. When your brides go to the altar 
they wear white as the emblem of purity, 
according to the customs of your country; 
but we consider white as a bad color, 
and we never wear white on festive occa- 
sions. On festive occasions we use red, 
and white is what we wear in mourning. 

I believe we are considered to be very 
slow. From your point of. view it is 
natural that you should think so. We 
think that you go too fast. When we see 
you doing business in such a hurried 
way, especially in the big cities like New 
York, in Wall street., people walking the 
streets as if they were running for their 
lives, we wonder how can people live at 
such high pressure? It is just like an 
engine—some day you may break down 
through using your machinery too much. 

Now, perhaps you would like me to 
talk a little about religion. In China we 
do not look upon religion in the same way 
that you do in this country. If you ask 
a Chinaman what his religion is, he will 
tell you that he observes the doctrines 
of Confucius; in this country you would 
call him a Confucionbt. But you will find 
it somewhat different—peculilar you would 
call it—if a man were to become sick, his 
parents, or his wife, or his children, 
might call in three priests to pray for 
him, because in China generally we have 
three religions. Naturally you ask, what 
is the meaning of this? The man was a 
Confucionist; why should a Buddhist 
priest and other sriests be called in to 
say prayers for the man? He did not be- 
long to their religion. But we have a 
way of thinking. We say the man is 
dead, and we do not know after his death 
what may happen—whether he will be 
born again, or transmigrated, or go to 
heaven or to hell; nothing certain, we 
say. So you see, to make sure, his pa- 
rents, or his wife, or his children and re- 
lations call in different priests to pray 
for him, so that he will be sure to go to 
heaven. By this means, if Confucionism 
cannot take him up, the other four re- 
ligions will be able to do so. You see, 
we are practical people. We are people 
of common sense. 

No nation has a monopoly of all that 
is good. I belteve that the meeting of 
our two civilizations would not be like the 
meeting of two armies, which would anni- 
hilate each other. In my opinion, it 
would resemble the meeting of two 
streams, whose joined waters would fer- 
tilize both banks of the river. Ladies and 
gentlemen, I hope the day is not far dis- 
tant when the peoples of the earth will 
learn to respect the rights of each other, 
when we will be more liberal-minded and 
more generous in our treatment of other 
peoples. If that day should ever come, 
we will be happy, with no more war, but 


with perpetual peace.

ditempts To Deliver Meat Are 
Resisted by Strikers 


e Beveral Non Union Teamsters Badly 
Beaten—Thousands of. Persons 
in the City Unable to Buy 
Beef at Any 
4 Price. 
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Chicago, May 29.—Thousands of persons 
in Chicago were unable to buy beef today 
at any price and it is declared that the 
shortage will be felt far more seriously 
tomorrow. Two hundred butchers on the 
northwest side have decided to close their 
shops until the teamsters shall be grant- 
ed the concessions asked and many others 
will be forced to close because of their 
inability to get fresh meat. A number of 
Jewish butchers have agreed that they 
will not buy any more meat from the 
yards until] the strike is settled. 

Although the supply in the down town 
districts, which affects the hotels and 
restaurants, has not been shut off, the 
deliveries of ice and coal in many in- 
stances have been stopped and it is pro- 
bable that those who are not in a posi- 
tion to run independently of those com- 
modities will be forced temporarily ou 
of business. 

A non-union teamster made an at- 
tempt to deliver meat to ‘the Palmer 
house and was severely beaten for his 
pains. He was set upon by three men, 
supposed to have been the teamsters of 
ice wagons. He succeeded [in unloading 
his wagon, but later his injuries made 
it necessary to take him home. By the 
time the police appeared the asailants 
had escaped. The officers had scarcely 
reached the station when there was a 
call from the Illinois Central tracks at 
Randolph street. Lieutenant Cudmore 
and twelve men found upon their arrival 
that James C. Irvin, ex-president of the 
Cook county board, and president of the 
Irwin Brothers Company, butchers, and 
his brothers, Alexander and John, mem- 
bers of the firm, wanted protection while 
removing three loads of meat from the 
cars to their shop. The policemen sur- 
rounded the wagons and proceeded east 
on the viaduct over the tracks. A big 
crowd followed, jeering and throwing 


missiles. Lieutenant Cudmore’s hat was 
smashed, but he paid little attention to 
it. The crowd watched the wagons till 
they were Joaded and driven to Michigan 
boulevard. Later in the day this meat 
will be delivered to hotels and restaurants 
under police protection. 

At every point where attempts were 
made to unload refrigerator cars police 
were present to prevent trouble. One car 
was sent back to thé stock yards, it hav- 
ing been fourfd impossible to unload it. 

At 2 o’clock a riot call was tmrned in 
from Lake and Market streets by police- 
men guarding two of Swift & Co.'s: wag- 
ons. A crowd of strikers and their sym- 
pathizers had stopped the horses and the 
officers being unable to cope with the 
crowd had asked for help. -A wagon load 
of policemen was hurried to the scene 
and the mob was scattered. Nobody was 
injured, 


PEACE ENVOYS © 
PLAY FOOTBALL 


Boer Delegates Suspend Ne- 
gotiations Long Enough 
To Rush the Pigskin. 


STATEMENT IS PROMISED 
BY BALFOUR TO COMMONS 


Considered Certain in London Phat 
All the Detaiis Have Been Ar- 
ranged and That M-. Bal- 
four Will so Tell the 
Commons. 


London, May 29.—The British cabinet, 
which was specially summoned last night, 
was in session this morning for a little 
over an hour. It is generally accepted, 
however, that the session, though: brief. 
sufficed to put the final touches on the 
agreement which will terminate the_war. 
The colonial secretary, Joseph Chamber- 
lain, was sufficiently recovered from his 
indisposition to attend what is already 
designated as the “peace” cabinet. 

The government leader, A. J. Balfour, 
announced in the house of commons today 
that he hoped to be able on Monday next 
to announce the result of the peace ne- 
gotiations in South Africa. 

Mr. Balfour added: 

“I cannot, however, be absolutely cer- 
tain of being in a position to do so, and 
until the statement can be made I do not 
think it expedient to take up the budget.’’ 

No Division in Cabinet. 

The govprnment leader also said: 

“A recent phrase, ‘Hung in the bal- 
ance,’ has been absurdly misinterpreted as 
referring to divisions in the cabinet on 
the subject of the budget. That is-not a 
fact, and the only point is whether the 
house can properly be asked to discuss 
the budget until they know precisely 
where they stand in regard to the nego- 
tiations.”’ 

In spite of Mr. Balfour’s pretended un- 
certainty, there is no doubt whatever in 
the house of commons or elsewhere that 
a full, peace settlefMent will be an- 
nounced Monday next. 

The capture of Commandant Malan an- 
nounced from Middelburg, Cape Colony, 
last night, renews attention to tne activity 
of the rebellion in Cape Colony. Malan 
was among the irreconcilables who re- 
fused to send delegates to the peace con- 
ference at Vereeniging, Transvaal. 

According to the latest uncensored cor- 
respondence from Cape Town the Boers 
are still in constant occupation of at 
least twenty-two localities in Cape Col- 
ony, having more than a score of bands 
of raiders, mounted and armed, and of 
sufficient mobility to defy successful pur- 
suit, although the British nave often 
swept and ‘‘cleared’’ every mile of the 
Cotony’s territory. 

A correspondent reports that the “‘in- 
vasion ig more actively aggressive than 
ever, and rébellion is more campant.” 


Favorable to the Boers. 
Pretoria, May 29.—Lord Milner, the Brit- 


ish commissioner, left Pretoria for Jo- 
hannesburg tails morning. 

The Boer delegates have also left this 
city and have returned to Vereeniging, 
Transvaal, the scene of the peace confer- 
ence between the Boer delegations. The 
question of the retention of arms has been 
settled in a manner favorable to the 
Boers, whose contention that the occu- 
pants of outlying farms would be ex- 
posed to danger from attacks on the part 
of natives, or wild beasts was held to be 
well grounded.

TO ESTABLISH PEACE 


Colonel Baldwin Says Nothing Can Be Done in Min- 
danao Until the “Defiant Element” Js Utterly ~ 
Exterminated-=Davis Forbids Massacre. 


Manila, May 2.—Colonel Frank D. 
Baldwin, of the Fourth United States in- 
fantry, has telegraphed to Brigadier Gen- 
eral George W. Davis, in command of the 
United States troops in the island of 
Mindanao, that he does not expect to 
establish satisfactory peace conditions in 
the Lake Lano district until the defiant 
element is wiped out. The natives pre-

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FUGITIVES PLAY 
FOR MORE DELAY 


Gaynor and Greene Succeed in Staving 
Of Their Case, 


SIX DAYS ARE GIVEN THEM 


In That Time They Must Answer the 
Motion To Quash the Writs of 
Habeas Corpus and Also 
File Affidavits. 


Quebec, May 29.—Proceedings in the 
Gaynor-Greene case were continued to- 
day before Justice Andrews, in the su- 
perior court. Mr. Taschereaai, counsel for 
the accused men, who were present in 
court, said he had been served with the 
motions made verbally last week to quash 
the writs of habeas corpus, and asked 
for a delay of six days to answer them 
in writing and also to file affidavits. Mr. 
McMaster, the prosecutor, opposed the 
application for an adjournment,: saying 
that counsel for the accused nad had suffi- 
client time to reply. 

Mr. Taschereau finally returned the 
writs of certiorari and as Magistrate La 
Fontaine, to whom the writs were ad- 
dressed, did not appear personally, nor by 
counsel, a default was entered against 
him on application of Mr. Tascherean. 

Mr. Taschereau then began his argu- 
ment in support of his writs of habeas 
corpus and certiorari. 

Mr. McMaster followed !n support of 
nis motions to quash the habeas corpus 
writs and also jn support of his conten- 
tions that a writ of certiorari could not 
be considered unt!l the extradition com- 
mossioner had made his committal. 

This afternoon Judge Andrews granted 
the application made by Mr. Taschereau 
for delay to answér the motions of the 
prosecution to quash writs of habeas cor- 
pus, said answer to be filed on or before 
Wednesday next, with leave to prosecu- 
tion to reply on or before June 6, and 
tne Kearing on said motions is set for 
Gattirday, June 7. The rule for contempt 
of court against Detective Carpenter was 
also continued to June 7. The court then 
adjourned ta June 7. 


JURY IS ROASTED BY JUDGE 


For Acquitting a Man Who Had 
Killed His Brother. 

Chicago, May 29.—A verdict of not 
guilty in the case of McFetridge, ac- 
cused of murdering his brother, brought 
a reprimand to the jury from Judge 
Kanavaugh today. 

“T cannot understand how you ever ar- 
rived at such a conclusion,” said the 
court. “If ever a man was guilty, Mc- 
Fetridge was that man. The evidence 
was direct and conclusive. I would not 
have been surprised if you had imposed 
the death penalty.” 

Willlam McFetridge and his brother, 
Robert, had quarreled for years. Fol- 
lowing a suit in a justice court last fall, 
which had gone against William, the 
latter met his brother carrying a little 
girl. After a few words, William Mc- 
Fetridge opened fire, and continued to 
fire as his brother ran away. The latter 
died after reaching home. McFetridge 
attracted attention at the trial by taking 
up ‘his own defense and continuing it for 
three days. At fhe end of that time he 
accepted the aid of an attorney. He 
pleaded that his shots were fired in self- 
defense. He said that Robert had often 
threatened to kill him, and that he was 
justified in faking no chances. Several 
witnesses at the trial, however, testified 
that Robert was unarmed, and made. ob- 
solutely no move of a threatening nature 
against William.

DEAD BODIES LINE 
ROUTE 10 CRATER 


George Kavanaugh, Newspaper Man, 
Ascends Mont Pelee. 


GUIDED BY AGED NEGRESS 


Mountain Slope Covered With Ashes 
and Top of Volcano Shrouded 
in Thick Smoke--Many 
Corpses Passed During 
the Ascent. 


Fort de France, Martinique, May 29.— 
The crater of Mont Pelee has been ap- 
proached within one mile. This feat was 
accomplished Tuesday afternoon by 
George J. Kavanaugh, an unattached 
newspaper man, who had accompanied 
Professor Robert T. Hill, the United 
States government geologist, on his ex- 
pedition. 

When Professor Hill turned south 
toward St. Pierre Mr. Kavanaugh con- 
tinued on past Morne Rouge. His route 
seems to have been along or near the 
Calebasse divide. He says he descended 


from Morne Rouge into the vailey be- 
tween Morne Rouge and Mont Pelee. 
This valley was deeply strewn with 
ashes. Mr. Kavanaugh was guided by 
an aged negress to where an old foot 
path once led to Lake Palmist, near the 
summit of the crater. There was an iron 
cross, 20 feet high, buried in ashes to 
within a foot of its top. Before him 
stretched upward the mountain slope, 
covered with ashes, which, soaked by 
the heavy rains and baked by the sun 
and volcano heat, looked like a cement 
sidewalk. The whole mountain top was 
shrouded in smoke. 

Forgetful of the explosion of the pre- 
vious night and the awful suddénness of 
the outbursts, and tempted by the seem- 
ingly easy ascent, he continued upward 
and made photegraphs and rough 
sketches. Mr. Kavanaugh found the val- 
ley filled with ashes, and two great rifts, 
which he was afraid to approach. At 6 
o'clock in the evening he turned back, 
reaching Morne Rouge at about 9 o'clock. 
He had made no new observations and 
realized his danger only the next morn- 
ing, when occurred the greatest outburst 
since Mont Pelee’s first eruption. 

On Wednesday Mr. Kavanaugh tried to 
descend to St. Pierre, but failed. He 
found a little hamlet, in a valley near the 
mountain, black with 150 dead bodies. 
They were not carbonized, nor had their 
clothing been burned off. Probably this 
valley lay near the inner edge of the 
zone of biasting flame.

within the next thirty days, either at 
Memphis or New Orleans, for the pur- 
pose of completing the organization of 
the company. ; 

The action is the result of the raising in 
rates under the new cotton oil schedule, 
which has not yet gone into effect, and 
‘which, according to the cotton oil people. 
will make an advance of 75 cents upon 
the old basis of $1. 

This increase was fully discussed at 
the Dallas meeting and the members of 
the convention decided that they would 
leave the question of forming a mutual 
company in the hands of a special com- 
mittee, Which today reported in favor of 
the plan. 

The 500 mills operated by the cotton oil 
people are located in the following states: 
Texas, Oklahoma, Indian Territory, Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Tennessee, Georgia, Florida, North Caro- 
lina and South Carolina and the average 
amount of insurance carried is. stated to 


be $3,500,000.

EMANCIPATION DAY BRINGS 
THOUSANDS TO THOMASTON.

A Delegation of the Race Vested 
With Police Power Help to Keep 
Order.

Thomaston, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)— 
The negroes celebrated the anniversary 
of their emancipation nere today. Barly 
this morning they commenced to come 
in from the country jin buggies and wag- 
ons until at 8 o'clock this morning there 
was fully 3,000 of them on the streets. 

Upon the arfival of the 11 o'clock pas- 
senger train o nthe Macon and Birming- 
ham railroad from the dtrection of La- 
Grange and the Central passenger from 
Barnesville nearly a thousand more ne- 
groes were added to the crowd. Negroes 
of all kinds and dressed in every fashion 
were present. Occasionally one could see 
an old-time darky in the midst of the 
multitude, but this was seldom. 

The crowd was in the main well ordered 
and peaceable. The city authoritles depu- 
tized about forty negroes as policemen 
and they were quick to suppress any dis- 
order and manifested great pleasure in 
the exercise of their authority. 

Very few of the crowd seemed to know 
the significarffe of the day, but it was 
generally regarded as a day for mefri- 
ment and pleasure without any particular 
cause for its being so. Speeches wera 
made out in that part of the city known 
as Darktown. 


LARGE PRISON POPULATION 


Highest Number enon Record Is 


Reached in Mississippi. 

Jackson, Miss., May 29.—(Special.)—The 
statigtical report of the Mississippi peni- 
tentiary for the month ending May % 
shows that the prison population has 
reached the highest point on record, there 
being 1.087 convicts on the roll, about 9 
per cent of whom are negroes. 

Governor Longino established quite a 
pardon record during the month, seven 
mein being released from the prison. Five 
of this number were serving life sen- 
tences. In the list of pardons was: one 
for Jordan Jackson, the negro who par- 
ticipated in the killing of Rube Burrows, 
the celebrated outlaw, several years ago. 
Jackson afterwards murdered a man in 
Warren county and was gent up for life. 
His pardon is issued on the ground of 
meritorious convict. he having been I- 
strumental in preventing the wholesale 
escape of a lot of prisoners from one of 
the convict farms. ' 

An escaped convict named George Pur- 
nell was shot over in Arkansas a few 
days since while resisting arrest and has 
been conveyed te the Vicksburg charity 
hospital for treatment.

‘Alleged Guilty Party Barely Es- 
capes a Mob, 


‘Miss Ola Benson Is Found in Serious 
.. Condition and but for Prompt 
Action C. H. Manning, Ac- 
cused, Might Have 
Been Hanged. 


Huntsville, Ala., May 29.—(Special.)— 
C. H. Manley, alias C. H. Manning, 
drummer for a Chicago picture house, is 
in jail here, having been brought from 
Decatur, Ala., to escape the violence 
threatened by a mob there. Manning is 
charged with having drugged Miss Ola 
Benson, a pretty young woman of At- 
lanta. 

When the alleged action 
became known.he was placed in the jall 
in Decatur. Later a mob composed of 
more than 200 men was formed with the 
avowed intention of taking Manning 
from the jail and hanging him. The De- 
catur military company was drilling on 
the streets at the time, and it was only 
on this account and from fhe fact that 
the mob believed the jail was heavily 
guarded inside, that its attempt to secure 
Manning was deterred.

ARE INDICTED 


They Are Charged with 
Forming a Pool To Di- 
vide Cotton Shipments. 


STATEMENT IS ISSUED BY 
VICE PRESIDENT FINLEY 


Roads Indicted Illinois Central, 
Southern, Louisville and Nash- 
ville, St. Louis Iron Moun- 
tain and Southern 
Frisco Route. 


Memphis, Tenn., May 29.—Six railroads 
entering this territory,have been indicted 
by the federal grand jury in session in 
this city on the charge that there is a 
“declaration” or agreement between 
them constituting a pool for the purpose 
of dividing On a pro rata basis the cottun 
shipped out of Memphis as well as to 
maintain rates. 

The roads indicted are the Illinois Cen- 
tral, Louisville and Nashville, the St. 
Loufs, Iron Mountain and Southern, the 
Frisco Route (Kansas City, Memphis and 
Birmingham), the Southern raliway and 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis. 

The indictments were returned under 
section 5 of the interstate commerce law 
as amended for the regulation of com- 
mon carriers in the United Siates. United 


| States District Attorney Randolph and 
| J. T. Marchand, specia] attorney for the 


interstate commerce commission, are 


conducting the prosecution. 

Vice President Finley Explains. 

Wiashington, May 29°’—Vice President 
Finley, of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, today made the following state- 
ment: 

“I have information that the railwav 
companies entering Memphis, Tenn., and 
interested in the transportation of cotton 
from that point have been indicted by 
the grand jury of the federal court at 
Memphis upon the charge that the rail- 
way companies entering that city have 
defined the respective proportions of cot- 
ton which thev are prepared to handle 
from and passing through that city. 

“Several years ago it was alleged re- 
bates were being secured and rates un- 
lawfully reduced through the routing of 
cotton via certain intermediate and con- 
necting lines, and to stop these illegal 


practices, and in pursuance of the policy” 


of the lines in the south to conduct trade 
with proper observance of the laws of the 
country, steps were taken by the lines 
entering Memphis individually to control 
the routing with respect to intermediate 
lines; furthermore, and acting under the 
advice of counsel, traffic officials of thg 
various lines, recognizing the exceptional 
conditions under which the cotton crop 
is moved, and the dependence of interior 
cotton markets in the south on a reason- 
able regulation of the cotton movement 
adopted the principlefof announcing each 
for himself alone the proportion. of cot- 
ton his company was prepared to handle. 
No penalty was attached and no agree- 
ment was entered into. 
Legal Decision Quashed. 


“Both of these arrangements were in- 
volved in a suit subsequently brought at 
Memphis and entitled ‘Post versus South- 
ern Railway Company,’ and in that suit 
the supreme court of Tennessee held as 
follows: 

*‘*Where goods are tendered for ship- 
ments to a point beyond the initial car- 
rier’s line and there are several routes 
equally safe, prompt, reliable and cheap, 
such carrier cannot be compelled to ac- 
cept the goods to be carried over one 
route in preference to another, at the 
shipper’s option, unless some reason ap- 
pears therefor, especially where the use 
of one route may be advantageous to the 
carrier without injury or sacrifice to the 
shipper. 

‘**An initial carrier cannot be compelled 
to make a through shipment to a point be- 
yond its line over any particulkar route. 
merely to enable the shipper or consignee 
to get a rebate under a secret agreement 
with a certain line. 

‘* ‘An initia) carrier is liable to the ship- 
per for loss from its selection of an in- 
solvent company as the connecting line In 
a through shipment to a point beyond 4t« 
line. 

"In order to obtain relief in courts of 
equity against the concerted action of 
carriers there must be not only concert 
of action, but -its direct and immediate 
effect must be to restrain commerce and 
trade, and this is not the case where the 
roads simply make declarations that thev 
will not cut unlawfully or secretly reduce 
their published rates on cotton from a 
certain point, and that to preserve the 
integrity of such rates, they will control 
the routing of cotton and that thev will 
limit to a certain ver cent their carrving 
of cotton from and passing through such 
point and where the rates were not ad- 
vanced in conséquence of such declara- 
tion. but were maintained at reasonable 
figures, where competition had placed 
them.’ 

‘T am at a loss to account for the ac- 
tion of the grand fury of the federal court 
of Memnrhis and those inspiring such ac-* 
tion in the light of the above decision.”

The Day of Rest. 

Secular and sectarian journals are 
being overborne at present with dis- 
cussions of the Sabbath question. Gen- 
tiles and Jews are engaging in the de- 
bate and the latter are especially ex- 
ercised over the proposition to substi- 
tute the observance of Sunday for Sat- 
urday as their Sabbath. 

Historically the controversy 
amounts to little more than a thresh- 
ing over of old theological straw, but 
from the ethical and practical points 
of view the debate might be made en- 
lightening and wholesome to society 
at large. 

Sabbath is the term that designates 
the divinely ordained day of rest. The 
law of the Sabbath, or day of rest, was 
written by the Almighty in the phys- 
ical constitution of man. Before the 
written law on tables of stone was 
given to Moses in the Mount of Sanai 
the Lord wrote every commandment 
of it into the bone, fiber and flesh of 
the first man He made. 

Man’s index figure is seven and the 
proportion of his powers is as six to 
one. Six days he was appointed to la- 
bor, to use his physical and mental 
powers in the service of his mortal 
life, to the-ends of perpetuating it and 
employing its power upon the work of 
subduing unto himself the world of 
which he was made the master spirit. 
His physical organism is so made as 
to operate under that law of six days 
for labor and one day forrest and re- 
cuperation. To violate that law is to 
destroy the harmonious and right re- 
lations of his normal existence and 
no man can violate that Sabbath law 
with impunity. Every transgression 
of it demands a penalty in the pains of 
the flesh and the premature decay of 
the physical powers. 

Society has a stake in the physical 
efficiency of its members. Since so- 
ciety, by congress and by code, cannot 
repeal or diminish the divine law of 
Sabbath necessity, it should wisely 
safeguard the law for the best effi- 
ciency of its citizens. And for that 
end society has the right to legally 
enact and enforce a seventh day rest 
for the people. 

In Christian lands the rest day and 
the day of worship coincide by an 
economic convention. The use of the 
one is readily harmonious with the use 
of the other. The one gets better op- 
portunity and protection from the le- 
gal character of the other. And it is 
not difficult to imagine a day when 
all men in the community, without do-

A Negro’s Sage Advice. 

Editor Constitution: I read: with interest 
end profit your expression in yesterday’s Con- 
stitution in regard to the ‘“‘Two Views of the 
Race Problem,’’ as contained in The Indian- 
apolis Freeman and The Chicago Tribune, and 
must say your editorial is one which ghould 
be read carefully and thoughtfully by every 
negro minister and teacher in thie country. 

I can see no place for any man, white or 
black, who glories in the deplorable Pittsburg 
tragedy of a few days ago. No true citizen 
can be an abettor to a crime or sympathize 
with a criminal, and I do not believe any 
man who sincerely loves my race would con- 
done the awful crime that left so many hpmes 
desolate. Sin is sin, and crime is crime, 
whother committed by a negro or a Caucas- 
ian, and should be looked upon and dealt with 
according to the degree of the crime. The 
many tragedies of recent date are to be deeply 
deplored by every one endowed with a hu- 
mene heart. No man should be called a hero 
who violates law, destroys life, “takes fro: 
homes faithful fathers and husbands and robs 
the state of good citizens and vigilant and 
efficient officers. No sane citizen should afford 
concealment for bloody handed men, but 
should volunteer every aid to help capture and 
bring’ such persons to justice. Every citizen 
should feel that such wretches at large ate 
more dangerous than the most savage beast 
that roams the forests. 

From all leaders of thought, from the pul- 
pit, the school room and the editorial sanc- 
tum should come in strong and positive terms 
condemnation of the perpetrators and abettors 
of crime. Whoever fails to take such a stand, 
fails to justify the high trust and confidence 
imposed in him. Such a one is not imbued 
with the spirit of progress or advancement 
and cannot aid in the work of Christianizing 
the world. Every man should have a horror 
of crime and should denounce it in the sever- 
est possible terms. We cannot allow ourselves 
to throw fire brands indiscriminately for fear 
of injuring those who think right, act right 
and are praying for the kingdom of God to 
come, which will usher in a day of peace. 
‘Salvation will God appoint for walls and bul- 
warks.’’ Peace, harmony and brotherly kind- 
ness should be the aim and standard of all 
men. . True manhood consists: in conquering 
one’s self. When we shall have put down 
self, and learned who is our neighbor, then 
part of the problem will have been solved. 

To curb the animal passions in men is one 
of the great missions of the minister agd 
teacher. The teacher must work on the intel- 
lect and sensibilities, and the minister must 
plead—‘‘Whosoever wilh’? The man must be 
curbed and brought to love his neighbor as 
himself, acknowledge God and keep His com- 
mandments. 

Fighting and killing, butchering and burn- 
ing, appeal to man’s lower nature, whilst the 
will pleads for higher and nobler things. 
‘‘Whosoever will can deal justly and love 
mercy.’”” I do not think any sane man of 
my race has a single word of laudation. to 
utter in touching the Pittsburg tragedy, but 
rather expresses regret a condemnation. No 
person living grieves for that awful deed 
more than I. “ 

All we need as two distinct races in this 
country is more love of God, respect for law, 
and for humanity. It is preposterous for any 
one to plead for the shotgun or any other 
mieans of violence to settle and solve this great 
question, and we regret the effort of The 
Chicago Tribune to incite the people of my 
race to such a course. Arraying race against 
race is a very hurtful and dangerous prac- 
tice, and will never solve the difficult, vexing 
and ever-talked-of race problem; but if men 
could come into possession of ‘‘the one thing 
needful,’’ then we would have the remedy. 
Methinks the ministers should point out very 
clearly in every sermon this one specific 
remedy, and have men awakened from their 
idig spiritual sleep, and arise into the glo- 
rious light and liberty of the Son of Gud. 
Then every man would become a sentinel, a 
strong guard for his neighbor, for himself, 
his family and his country. Let envy and 
bickerings cease; ‘‘For where envy and 
strife is, there is confusion and every evil 
work. But the wisdom that is from above 
is first pure, then peaceable, gentle, and easy 
to be entreated, full of merece and good fruits, 
without hypocrisy and without partiality. And 
the fruit of righteousness is sown in peace of 
them that make peace.’” There is no other 
way out of this fearful dilemma, and may 
God hasten the day when the pulpit and press, 
north and south, will speak for righteousness, 
and the division of races in feeling and senti- 
ment be stopped forever. 

I am a negro, tut a truc* Georgian, warp 
and filling, and I live and get along with the 
white people wherever I go. My. credit is 
good for whatever I want. I can get money 
whenever I need it from the banks, and I fini 
that right actions and risht living have mace 
me many friends. My heart swells with joy 
for every jaudahle undertaiing and accom- 
plishment of any one of the p&triotic sons of 
Ceorgia just as it makes my white friends’ 
hearts swell, and every dark act I wish could 
be cast into oblivion and not remembered in 
the history of this great Empire State. - 


Commends the Candidate to a Study of General 
Evans’ Expression on Prohibition as a 
Political Issue. 


N reply to Mr. Guerry'’g explanation 

of his conditional acceptance of Sam 
Small’s challenge for a joint debate, Mr. 
Small has written the candidate a let- 
ter in which he accuses Mr. Guerry of 
running to cover. 

In this letter, which ig an interesting 
political document, Mr. Small reviews 
briefly certain features of the correspond. 
ence between himself and Mr. Guerry. 

The letter follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., May 29, 1902.—Hon. Du- 
pont Guerry, Macon, Ga.—Dear Sir: Re- 
cently I received a petition from the citi- 
zens of Carrollton, signed by a goodly 
number of reputable gentlemen, asking 
me to address them upon the temperance 
question and telling me “Choose your 
own subject.”’ 

In response I named a date and select- 
ed the subject “Which is the Better? 
Shall Georgia Adopt State Prohibition or 
Adhere to the Present Policy of Local 
Option?”’ At the outset of my address at 
Carrollton I disclaimed that I was pres- 
ent to engage in the gubernatorial con- 
test and took occasion to pay tribute in 
high terms to all the candidates—Estill, 
Guerry and Terrell. I then delivered my 
argument in favor of the retention of the 
local option policy of the state. 

Whereupon you rushed into the news- 
papers with a lengthy letter ‘‘to inform 
the public of the immaturity of the pres- 
ent views of my (your) friend Small on 
the prohibition question, as his views 
when naturally supposed to be ripe might 
have gfeater weight than they are just- 
ly entitled to under the circumstances.” 

To prove the “immaturity”’ of my views 
you quote from personal! letters written to 
you eight and nine months ago under 
conditions very different from those which 
have publicly developed since through 
your agency. Those letters expressed 
my views and intentions ‘under the cir- 
cumstances” then existing. 

But you went on to load your screed, 
with those ‘devilish sly’’ innuendoes for 
the employment of which you have ob- 
tained an equiyocal fame during the cam- 
paign. 

I thought it would be the fair thing, 
therefore, to us both to invite you to dis- 
cuss my “conversion” in open debate and 
let the impartial public Judge between us 
as to the maturity of your views on state 
prohibition and the immaturity of mine 
on local option. 

You replied with what appeared on its 
face to be-an acceptance of my challenge. 
But with your subsequent explanation of 
it, through the correspondent of The At- 
lanta Constitution in Macon, it turns out 
to be another of those shifty dodges 
for the swift execution of which 
you are noted above ordinary men.

Minister Wu has consented to hold a) 
public reception this morning at the 
Carnegie library, between 10 and 11 
o'clock. This was not announced until 
the arrival of the party from Mil- 
ledgeviile yesterday morning, because 
it was necessary to consult Mr. Wu 
as to his wishes in the matter. He 
readily assented to the plan for the 
reception at that hdéur. The gathering 
at the library will be quite an informal 
affair, and those @esiring to meet the 
minister and his secretary may have 
the pleasure of doing so at the hour 
named. 

Minister Wu will leave the  Ili- 
brary promptly at 11 o’clock for the 
hotel, as he is to leave the city today 
at 12 o’clock for Washington. 

Minister Wu reached Atlanta yester- 
day morning at 11:20 o’clock, having 
made the trip from Milledgeville in Gen- 
eral Manger T. K. Scott’s private car. 
Besides Minister Wu there were in the 
party his secretary, Mr. Chung, Presi- 
dent H. H. Cabaniss, Dr. W. 8S. Elkin, 
- 2. eee, sa- @. Daeg; A. A. BOTS 
and J. R. Nutting, trustees of the Car- 
negie library; Dr. C. C. Pinckney and 
W. J. Davis. 

The party left Milledgeville via the 
Central of Georgia railroad at 6:30 yes- 
terday morning, the route returning 
having been changed on account of the 
early hour at which the Georgia train 
left. Minister Wu went to sleep in the 
car the night before, and was, therefore, 
comparatively refreshed for the day be- 
fore him in Atlanta. 

A warm welcome was extended him 
on his arrival in the city, and, in fact, 
all along the route from. Milledgeville 
to Atlanta, for though it was not gen- 
erally known that he would return that 
way, ‘a number of people gathered at 
every station to catch a glimpse of 
the famous visitor. At Griffin Mayor 
Bailey cordially greeted the minister 
and exchanged short speeches with him. 
But the quick departure of the train 
prevented Minister Wu's asking the 
questions that were on the tip of ‘his 
tongue and that might have added to 
his vast store of information somé 
knowledge of the progressive city of 
Griffin. 

“Is this your depot?’’ Minister Wu 
asked as he alighted at the car shed, 
Gave Him Three Cheers. 

A large crowd had gathered at the 
end of the car and three cheers went 
up as he came out and was escorted by 
the committee to the Kimball houee. 
Minister Wu asked several other ques- 
tions about the depot,desiring to know 
how old it was, what it cost and why 
the city did not build a new one. 

The crowd followed the party across 
the street to the Kimball and into the 
lobby. The crush was worse than those 
preceding a political convention. Ev- 
erybody wanted to catch a glimpse of 
Minister Wu, 
glimpse wanted a full life-size view. 

He was “registered by his secretary, 
Mr. Chung, while the Atlantans escort- 
ed the minister to the parlors upstairs._ 
He asked a number of questions about 
the hotel, its manager, its cost and the 
cost of various articles that attracted 
his attention, 

The minister was assigned to room 109 
and his secretary to 1!Il, and there they 
retired to rest until afternoon, when the 
entertainment began. Minister Wu also 
wanted some time to prepare his speech 
as he said he had not given it much 
thought up to the time of his arrival. 

During the afternoon a couple of At- 
lanta Chinamen called to see the min- 
ister and almost drove the bell boy tnto 
hysterics by trying to explain what they 
wanted done with the red cards upon 
which were inscribed some black hier- 
ogiyphics. which they handed him for 
the purpose of announcing their pres- 
enoca They did not, however, havef 
the pleasure of seeing Minister Wu. as 
he had retired to the privacy of his 
room, so they talked it all over with 
Mr. Chung. 

Taken for a Drive 

At 5 o’clock in the afternoon Mayor 
Mims and the members of the commit- 
tee called for Minister Wu and Mr. 
Chung and took them out for a drive 
around the city. In one carriage were 
Mayor Mims, President Cabaniss, Mr. 
Nutting and Mr. Wu andin the other 
Mr. Day. Mr. Paxon, Mr. Davis and 
Mr. Chung. 

The first stop was made at the Car- 
negie library.

ROOSEVELT MAY 
VISIT THE FAIR 


Fair Directors Will Take Up 
Question of Inviting the 
President. 


THE PRESIDENT EXPECTS 
TO VISIT GEORGIA SOON 


Directors Will Arrange for a Spécial 
Train to Roswell so Chief Ex- 
ecutive Can See His Moth- 
er’s Old Home 
There. 


A meeting of the directors of the Inter- 
state fair is called for this afternoon at 
4 o’clock at the chamber of commerce. 
Several questions are to come up, among 
them the scope of the cattle show and 
arrangements for the proposed exhibit of 
the Atlanta manufactures and other im- 
portant features. 

Frank Weldon, the new secretary, will 
take active charge next Monday and will 
get down to work at once. In an inter- 
view yesterday he stated that President 
Roosevelt will probably visit Atlanta dur- 
ing the fair. The president said some 
time ago that he intended to visit Georgia 
at the first opportunity and see his moth- 
er’s old home at Roswell. A few days ago 
Mr. Roosevelt promised to make a trip, 
if possible, to San Antonio, Texas, during 
the fair there in October. Macon has 
taken up the matter of inviting him there 
in the fall and a number of other cities 
want him. 

Mr. Weldon says that the railway offi- 
cials have stated that they will be giad 
to run a special train from Atlanta to 
Roswell for the president. The present 
idea seems to be to invite him to deliver 
a public address and hold a public recep- 
tion at ‘the exposition grounds during the 
day, as he did at Charleston on the occa- 
sion of his visit there last month, and 
then to entertain him as the fair’s dis- 
tinguished guest at the horse show at 
night. President Roosevelt is an ardent 


lover of horses and it is believed that he 


will not cut out that feature of thé plans. 
He was greatly pleased by the cordial re- 
ception extended him at Charleston and 
it is well known that he regards himself 
as half Georgian and is really anxious to 
visit the state. 

Atlanta entertained President Cleveland 
twice. President Harrison paid ihe city 
a visit on one of his tours, and President 
McKinley was here with several mem- 
bers of his cabinet at the peace jubilee in 
1899, 

It is probable that the fair directors will 


take up the question today of inviting 
President Roosevelt to visit Atlanta in 
October.

HALL TALKS OF 
SCHOOLS NEEDS 


Interest Aroused by Offer of 
$10,000 to Georgia School 
of Technology. 


FRIENDS OF SCHOOL ARE 
TO BAISE LIKE AMOUNT 


President Hall Is Confident That 
Sum Will Be Raised, but Calls 
Upon the School Supporters 
To Remember Its 
Interests. 


The fact that the general education 
board has agreed to give $10,000 to the, 
Georgia Gchool of Technology upon the 
condition that a lke sum be raised by 
the friends of the school has aroused 
great interest in Atlanta and through- 


out Georgia. 


The Tech has a large number of friends 


in the city and all over the state who 
are interested in everything that per- 
tains to it and the various branches of 
its work. Since the announcement of 
this last contribution to the school 
President Hall has received many in- 
quiries as to the disposition that would 
be made of the $20,000. President Hall, 
when seen by a representative of The 
Constitution yesterday, fyrnished a 
statement as to the needs of the school 


which appears below: 

The $10,000 which must be raised by the 
friends of the school in order to secure 
for it the $10,000 from the general edu- 
eation board will have to be raised by 
June 19. President Hall thas been quite 
active, and has secured part of this 
sum. He is confident that the entire 
amount will be cecured without difficulty, 
but the friends of the school are called 
upon to get together as soon as possible 
and assure the subscription of the $10,000 
necessary to obtain the $10,000 from the 
general education board. 

Tihe Georgia school of Technology is 
now in better condition than it has ever 
been before. The attendance during the 
last year was greater than in previous 
years of the school’s history, and a 
largely increased attendance is expected 
next year. 

The approaching commencement exer- 
cises will be a series of brilliant events, 
and will be largely attended by citizens 
of Atlanta and friends of the school 
from every part of Georgia. 

Disposition of Fund. 


President Hall’s statement is es fol- 
lows: 

“The general education board, of whic 
Robert C. Ogden, William H. Baldwin. 
Jr., and Wallace Buttrick are members, 
has recently made an offer of $10,000 In 
cash to the Georgia School of Technology, 
provided the friends of the school raise 
an equal amount. 

“This conclusion was reached by the 
general education board after a careful 
and. exhaustive examination into the 
pressing needs of the institution. 

‘“‘As is well known, the state of Geor- 
gia provides a maintenace fund, but, on 
account of the school’s unusual growth 
during the past few years, 
fund has been insufficient to provide 
buildings and equipment necessary for 
the accommodation of the large corps of 
students. Last year a fund was raised to 
erect some new buildings, and, while 
this measure relieved the pressure as to 
space needed, it did not provide for ad- 
ditional] equipment, which has been and 
is an imperative necessity. 

“The, equipment needed consists of 
some additional shop machinery, the in- 
stallment of the electrical plant in one 
of the new buildings, the provision of 
additional equipment in the electrical de- 
partment, and the equipment of an ex- 
perimental laboratory, room for which 
has been aiready provided in the new 
electrical building. 

The experimental laboratory is the 
most important feature in any high- 
grade. scientific school, and this institu- 
tion has always suffered for such facility. 
This need is what appealed mostly to the 
general educational board. 

“It is superfluous to allude to the value 
of the School of Technology to the state 
and to the city of Atlanta. Our gradu- 
ates and under-graduates are making a 
reputation for the school more brilliant 
than any praises which words can be- 
stow upon its work and methods. 

“The press of the entire country has 
given notices gratultously of the effi- 
ciency of the men who have been gradu- 
ated here. and of the excellent courses 
of study which are offered; and the key 
note of every article which has been 
written along this line has been that 
thig institution is the greatest invest- 
ment in the south for the upbuilding of 
its bountiful resources and the pros- 
perity of its citizens. 

“Finally, since such approval and in- 
dorsement has now been made, not only 
in words, but in cash, offering our peo- 
ple dollar for dollar in an investment of 
$20,000 for placing our equipment in first- 
Class condition, F reel that my duty is not 
discharged except by bringing this mat- 
ter to the attention of our leading citi- 
zens, ana asking them to meet prompt- 
ly a proposal which has never been 
made before, and which will prove to be 
a blessing to our young men, an aid to 
industrial education in every county in 
the state, and the forerunner of increased 
proSperity ambdng all classes of our peo- 
ple.

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CITY ENJOINED BY CENTRAL 


Viaduct Steps Are Objected to by 
Railroad. 


RESTRAINING ORDER GRANTED 


Miss S. A. Sphinks Brings Suit for 
$5,000 Against Atlanta Raij- 
way and Power Company. 


The Central of Georgia iene Com- 
pany yesterday afternoon filed a petition 
in the supertor court seeking to enjoin 
the city of Atlanta from constructing 
steps from the Whitenall street viaduct 
down to a certain strip of land extending 
from the viaduct to Pryor street. 

Judge J. H. Lumpkin granted a tem- 
porary restraining order and set the case 
for a hearing on June iM. 

The railroad company claims to own the 
strip, while the city claims the right to 
construct steps on it. The indications 
are tnat the bill will reSult in a pretty 
legal fight before the matter is finaly ad- 
judicated. 

The strip has a frontage of 33 feet on 
the viaduct and runs back to Pryor 
street, which fronts 92 feet. It lies be- 
tween the state road right of way and 
the property of the Central Bank Block 
Association, G. T. Dodd and others. The 
bank block association is made party de- 
fendant with the city. 

The ill states that the city is planning 
to build a flight of steps from the south 
end of the viaduct down upon tais tract 
of land and it asks the court to prevent 
any intrusion on the part of the city or 
the Central Bank Block Association. 

The railroad company says it has been 
in. possession of this property since 1846 
under a deed from Samuel] Mitchell, who 
owned the entire lot. The city claims tne 
right to put a street, along a part of 
this property. The property is very valu- 
able. It is claimed also that the city Was 
ordered the spur track under the viaduct 
and next the bank block building taken 


up. 

The bill was filed by Attorneys Lawton 
& Ounningham, of Savannah, general 
counsel for the Central railroad; Dorsey, 
Brewster & Howéll, John L. Hopkins & 
Sons and King & Spalding. 


Suit Filed for $5,000. 

Miss S. A. Sphinks yesterday instituted 
suit against the “Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company for $5,000 damages. 

The plaintiff 1s suing for personal inju- 
ries, alleged to have been received on 
November 12, 1901. It is stated that she 
boarded a car at the corner of Marietta 
atreet and Bellwood avenue, but before 
she could reach a seat the car was sud- 
denly started and she was thrown to the 
floor. 

The petition alleges that Miss Sphinks 
wags permanently injured. Negligence is 
charged to the defendant. Attorney R. J.

Liv- 
erpool closed at about the top, a net gain of 
8% to 6 points, and later sent buying orders 
to representatives here. Light receipts 
throughout the belt, firmer spot markets in 
the south and complaints of too much rain in 
gome districts, insufficient moisture in others 
and ravages by insects in still o , greatly 
disturbed the bear element, and for the mo- 
ment encouraged bull support.

New York, May 20.—The early advices from 
Liverpool marked an advance in futures of 2 
points, with unchanged spot quotations. Iater 
the demand for spots increased and an im- 
provement of |-16d was noted for middling. 
rhe expectation of an early adjustment of the 
differences existing between the British and 
Boers was responsible in part for the better 
feeling shown in the cotton market on the 
other side, but the sentiment was not of a far- 
reaching tenor. Our market failed to respond 
wholly to Liverpool’s advance, the trade be- 
ing more inclined to rest on their oars for a 
while in anticipation of some news that will 
send the market up. Practically all of the 
reports that have ¢ome to us from country 
towns have been favorable: in fact. there has 
been so little news of a damaging character 
that we believe if any adverse gossip would 
arise that a rapid improvement of some 20 
to 30 points would’ take place. It will take 
only a small amount of this kind of news to 
create a flurry on the upward turn. Holders 
are growing very impatient and will jump at 
the slighteet chance to take on additional lines. 
A rather dull market was the rule here again 
today, July showing a slight improvement, but 
later dropped off to about the opening prices, 
which were only fractionally higher than the 
close of last night. There was an increase in 
receipts at the ports and interior towns today, 
but hardly eufficient to warrant a break. Es- 
we port receipts 3,500, against 6,799 last 
year. 


H. & B. Beer’s Cotton Letter. 


New Orleans, May 29.—Liverpool advices 
were encouraging, the improvement being due 
to a good demand for staple cotton from the 
continent. Our market in sympathy opened 
3 to 6 points higher. advanced 4 to 7 points 
additiona} subsequently on reports of cool 
nights doing damage and a better demand 
for spots. The prediction of warmer weather 
generally through the belt and realizing occa- 
sioned a break of 10 to {1 points from the 
top on near months and 5 to 8 points on late, 
making the net gain | to 2 po'nte on the day 
The New York Journal of Commerce issued 
a crop report today, making the cotton acre- 
age 2.23 per cent less than last year. or a re- 
duction of 612,000 acres ie indicated in the 
area planted, while the condition of the plant 
is 10.4 higher than reported by the depart- 
mem of agriculture twelve months ago. R. 
G. Dun & Co., say: ‘From present ind‘ca- 
tions the cotton crop should be considerably 
larger than the preceding one, notwithstand- 
ing the small decrease in acreage, for there 
has not been the early injury and extensive 
planting that wae reported last spring, nor 
has any loss from insects occurred as yet.’” A 
London paper today says peace negotiations 
have ween concluded this week, which will 
terminate the war in South Africa, but noth- 
ing official has been given out. In the mean- 
While it is practically conceded by every one 
that the war is over, and the firmness of se- 
curities for @ week or ten days past has 
been predicated on this information. The 
amount to be brought into sight for the week 
is estimated at about 35,000, against 66,000 
last year and 39,000 year before last. The vis- 
ible supply is expected to be bullish. and a 
very light interior movement is anticipated.

Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, May 29.—The feature of the ear- 
ly cotton market today was the selling by 
people who were supposed to be on the bull 
side and who bought no little cotton yester- 
day. This led to no few offerings by room 
traders. Nevertheless there were numerous 
buying orders which sent the market up 2 to 
5 points in the early dealings. Reports on 
acreage appeared in various quarters. A prom- 
inent local firm published 2.700 reports indi- 
cating 2.30 per cent decreased acreage, while 
a leading morning newspaper published reports 
indicatine 2.28 per cent decrease and 10 per 
cem better condition than June last.

REVIEWED. 


Chicago, May 29.—Bull speculators in grains 
who figured confidently on a rally in Prices 
after yesterday’s serious slump came to grief 
again today. For a timé they took hold of a 
few early bull arguments and upheld the pits, 
but made to order weather and indicat@ns 
that the farmer was rushing his- old holdings 
to market pushed all prices down to @ new 
level. July wheat closed %c lower, July corn

ions closed 2%c lower to 2%c higher. 


Most of the influences of the wheat pit fa- 


\ored seliers, yet support from a strong quar~ 
ter and the comparative firmness of the tor- 
eign markets kept prices fairly firm for the 
first hour. Cables showed a little decline, 
but were not bearish. Advices did state, how~ 
ever, that there was pressure of spot wheat 
on the English market, a great quantity of 
stuff due to arrive off coast and fine weather 
abroad. Buying by a tig house that sug- 
gested satisfaction with the price brought in 
a number of ‘“‘tailers’* and helped prices. For 
a time corn helped wheat, but it soon became 
apparent that the bears had the situation 
in hand again. The weather in the winter 
wheat country was warm with rains and 
northwest clear and warmer. Bears laid great 
stress on this argument, and were thriving on 
fine crop prospects. Receipts were increas- 
ing. In the way of novelty, a cargo of Texas 
new wheat was shipped in and on its harvest- 
ing the southwest sold. No additional export 
business came to the relief and everything 
slumped. July opened %@c to a. shade iower 
at 72%@72%c and dipped to 72c, closing weak 
at %c down at 72%@72\%c. Local receipts 
were 21 cars, one of contract grade. Min- 
neapolis and Duluth reported 203 cars, mak- 
ing a total for the three points of 224 cars, 
against 123 last week. A year ago the day 
was a holiday. Primary receipts were 3/4,- 
OOO bushels. Seaboard clearances in wheat 
and flour equaled 370,000 bushels. 

Every one with interests in corn was alert 
at the opening to see what stand the farm- 
ers would take on the Chicago Lids sent out 
last night. These bids, of course, were reduced 
under those which brought out the big accejt- 
ances yesterday, but still the country let go 
between 300,000 and 400,000 bushels.. Ca- 
bles, however, showed indifference to oyr 
siump yesterday, and the big bull crowd sup- 
ported fairly well for a time. This kept July 
firm early to its yesterday's closing price. 
Then came the advice that the receipts tomor- 
row would be 295 cars. This looked to the 
traders very much as though the farmers were 
rushing their stuff to market. Trade turned 
very bearish, lears sold short and when the 
small support of the Wall street crowd was 
taken away prices dropped ic. Good croup 
reports kept coming to market, and weather 
reports are a8 good as can be desired. The cas 
demand was only fair,’ July opened a shade 
higher to \@%c lower at 63@62%c, slumped 
to 62c and closed weakest of the options %c 
under at 624%@62k%c.

The strike of the teamsters of the big Chi- 
cago packing houses began to have a bearish 
effect on provisions today.

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York. May 29.—Speculation in stocks 
this week has been rather neglected and the 
course of prices has been hesitating and 
irregular. This has been partly due to the 
approach of the triple holiday with its possi- 
bilities of important developments at a time 
when the closed market would preclude the 
opportunity for taking advantage of them. 
The continuation of the anthracite miners’ 
strike has had some repressive influence upon 
speculation, but has not weakened the cyl 
stocks themselves. The shortage of coal has 
had a perceptible effect upon other indus- 
tries, notably fron and steel, and there has 
been the dread that the trouble would spread 
to the soft coal. fields by sympathy, which 
would be a damaging development for the 
iron trade. But the undertone of sentiment in 
Wall street is very confident that the anthra- 
cite companies have it within their power to 
settle the trouble by very slight concessions 
whenever they consider it desirable to do s0, 
and if they see greater advantage in that 
course than in fighting out the issue raised by 


the miners. 

Other portions of the stock list have not 
fared so well as the coal list, and the ex- 
planation of the heavy tone of the market is 
not superficially plain. With the exeption of 
the anthracite strike, conditions have appear- 
ed extraordinarily favorable. In spite of the 
great shrinkage in the volume of grain traffic 
compared with this time last year, railroad 
earnings continue to show an average per- 
centage of increase over last year of 8 per 
cent or more. The movement of general mer- 
chandise, especially west bound, is very large, 
and railroad rates are said to be maintained 
with a steadiness not experienced for a long 
time. The maintenance of rates is attributed 
to a degree to the investigations by the inter- 
state commerce commission bringing out the 
fact of concessions on packing house products, 
and leading to the issuance of judicial in- 
junctions to the railroad companies against 
disregarding publisRed schedules. 

The news from the crop region during the 
week has been uniformly favorable. It is 
natural, however, that the critical period in 
the growth of the crops still to come should 
disincline speculators to large commitments 
On that seore for the present. The general 
assumption of speculation, however, is that 
the present year’s corn crop will be abundant, 
and only definite damage to the crop will 
disturb that assumption. A large crop will 
be the natural outcome of last year’s short- 
age, and the prevailing high price for that 
cereal, which naturally induces a_i large 
acreage in corn. The replanting of damaged 
winter wheat areas in corn strengthens the 
assumption. 

The rates for call money have fallen to 
such a low stage as to offer no apparent ex- 
planation of the dull speculation. But doubt 
in the future resources of the money market 
may easily have more to do in restraining 
speculation than is superficially evident. Not 
a few bankers express the view that money 
rates must advance, and admit that they are 
keeping funds readily available in call loans 
rather than tle them up in time loans in 
the expectation that all classes of interest 
rates are to advance. The large banking and 
railroad interests seem to be agreed that good 
policy forbids the encouragement of specula- 
tive activity at this time. which might 
threaten a reoccurrence of the unhealthy con- 
ditions which have been relieved during the 
past few weeks by a process of credit con- 
traction. The enormous borrowing (from 
abroad and from interior points which has 
been accomplished necessitates provision for 
future payments. The resumption large 
exports of corn with the maturing’ of the 
present crop is relied on to replenish the 
foreign exchange market and facilitate remit- 
tances for repayment of foreign obligations. 
The numerous comments upon the present 
large expansion of credits, both by banks and 
trust companies and the inadequacy of the 
banks’ cash reserves for both, is belleved to 
have led the trust companies to adopt a pol- 
icy of gradual recuperation of their own cash 
reserves. The resolution of the clearing house 
authorities to require institutions admitted in 
future to its privileges to maintain the same 
proportion of cash reserves as the members 
thémselves was a clear intimation of the de- 
sirability of such a policy. Furthermore, the 
effect to follow in our money market the 
declaration of peace in South Africa is by no 
means clear. The sympathetic effect on our 
stock market of tlw rumors of peace has been 
slight, but has led to a significant American 
demand for British consols. If peace in 
South Africa is to be followed by a specula- 
tive and industrial revival abroad, it may 
lead to a large withdrawal of the foreign 
capital placed here in bankers’ loans, and 
which was placed here largely because of the 
stagnation of the foreign industry afd the 
long liquidation in progress there. 


The Trade Situation. 


New York, May 29.—Bradstreet’s tomornmw 
will eay: 

The week's developments have been largely 
favorable. Crop conditions, particularly those 
of spring-sown cereals and cotton, have shown 
further improvement. The labor situation, par- 
ticularly that in coal trade, has likewise mea«- 
urably itmproved, advices toward the end of 
the week pointing to the anthracite strike 
ending before the position as to supplies be- 
comes critical. Cool weather, it te true, has 
retarded retall demand and measurably check- 
ed reorder business with jobbers, and heavy 
frosts have.done damage to vegetables on the 
northern edge of the country, but this is re- 
garded as only a temporary halt, and the gen- 
eral volume of business has been helped by 
the large amount booked for next autumn’s de- 
livery. Among the industries general activity 
etfil rules, with tron and steel, hardware, 
lumber, the building trades and bituminous 
coal displaying exceptional activity. Fallures 
continue wek down to the minimum and bank 
clearings are beginning to compare better 
with a year age. Rallway earnings hold alj 
the former advantages shown over preceding 
years. Gross railway earnings returns to 
Bradstreet’s for the third week of May point 
to nearly 9 per cent increase over a year ago.

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NOT ROOM FOR NEW COMPRESSES 


Statement Made at Meeting of Miss- 
issippi Association. 

Jackson, Miss., May 29.—(Special.)—At 
the meeting of the Mississippi Compress 
Association in this city last week the 
statement was made by President New- 
berger that there is no room for the es- 
tablishment of new compress plants in 
the state, and that the ccncerns now in 
existence are amply able to handle the 
crop, which annually ranges from a mil- 
lion and a quarter to a milion and a 
half bales. 

This statement is apparently proven by 
the abandonment of the plan of Jack- 
son capitalists to establish another com- 
press in this city and the selling of the 
property purchased to the old concern. 
The real cause of the abandonment of 
the plan, howefer, was the fact that the 
promoters had hoped to capture the eot- 
ton from the trade territory along the 
Gulf and Ship Island road, and have been 
prevented from doing so by the establish- 
ment of a cotton compress at Mount 
Olive, a thriving Mttle town that promises 
to become a leading market center for 
cotton in that section of the state. 

During the season just closed Jackson 
received more cotton than ever before 
in the history of the town, aotwithstand- 
ing the fact that there was a short crop 
in many sections in this trade territory. 

The Gulf and Ship Island road alone 
brought 17,000, bales of cotton to Jackson, 
and much of this will be lost during the 
coming season. The Illinois Central and 
branches brought in 16,000 hales, the Ala- 
bama and Vicksburg road 6,000 bales, and 
16,00 bales were brought in by wagon, 
making the total receipts for the season 
56,000 bales.
